The 
house bore a,splendid appearance, being 
filled with well-dressed company ; we never 
remember for the last forty years so quiet 
an ‘audience, on what is termed Boxing 
Night. Previous to the curtain being raised, 
Mr. Bunn came forward, and was received 
‘with cheers,;,.he merely apologised for the 
short space,,of,time he had to make the 
necessary arrangements, and in a few days 
all ‘should’ be-“edmplete. The National 
Anthem was stifiy very effectively by Mdm. 
Garcia and Miss P. Horton, and an effici- 
ent chorus. |The performances commenced 
with the play of Wazio, in which Miss Glyn 
made her first appearance at this theatre 
in the character of Bianca, supported by 
Mr. J. Anderson; the lady on her entree 
was most enthusiastically received by every 
part of the house, which evidently worked 
upon her feelings for some time, but having 
recovered her wonted powers, she soon be- 
came a decided favourite with the audience, 
and in the third act her performance was so 
powerful, that although the house was so 
full, the attention of the audience became 
60: reyited to her acting, that not a word

Mines ; the story is very good, and interest- 
ing, but too long for our columns. ‘The 
most effective scenes in the opening were 
the “ Emerald Boudoir in the Palace of the 
Queen, ’”’ the “‘ Steel Gates of the Dwarf's 
Courtyard,” with two sleeping giants of 
enormous size guarding the portals; the 
** Golding Hall of the Hundred Steps,” with 
the ‘* Magic Illustration of the Five Senses,”’ 
and the change to the “ Palace of Dia- 
monds,” a very brilliant and beautiful scene, 
which elicited loud plaudits from the 
spectators. The masks of the Queen of the 
Ruby Noses, her attendants and guards, are 
irresistibly comic, and the scene of the 
Queen’s toilet and breakfast, which were 
highly ludicrous, produced immense laugh- 
ter. On the transformation taking place, 
Miss Devere, who had personated the 
Princess Allfair, becomes the Columbine ; 
Mr. C. Fenton, from the King of the Gold 
Mines, is changed to Harlequin; and M. 
Rochez, from the Nurse to Clown; the 
Queen (Mr. Naylor) becomes Pantaloon ; 
and the Yellow Dwarf (Mr. Thorne) is 
transformed to a sprite called Quicksilver. 
Master Rochez and Master Stilt, two very 
clever little boys, perform as little Sprite 
and little Clown. ‘The scenes and tricks 
which cecur in the harlequinade, will searcely 
bear description ; they are generally inge~ 
nious, smart, and telling. Amongst those 
that provoked most with mirth, were the 
antibilious pills ad:ninistered by the Clown, 
to the boa constrictor in the Zoological 
Gardens, which causes the animal to disgorge 
a bolster, pillows, and blankets, which he 
had swallowed. Bramah’s Patent Lock 
Manufactory was.made the vehicle of a joke 
upon the Yankee Picklock, who, having 
accomplished his feat, bolts through a music 
seller’s window to A-merry-key. The case 
labelled ‘* A Curiosity from Hertfordshire,” 
which proves to be a voter from St. Alban’s, 
anda similar case inscribed “ A Curiosity 
from the Horse Guards,” which turns out 
to be a guardsman going to the Oaks, and 
pelting the passengers with eggs, both crea- 
ted a great deal of amusement from their 
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allusion to recent well known oceurrences.
